having none?" and "Is it hcnoficial to 
serve hot cocoa to the children at noon ?" 
brought several of our members to their 
f ° ct T^ hom we httd nevcr llcard before. 
Ia Fob. Ms. Campbell gave some facts 
oa fcod conservation and women's work 
taken from Mrs. Smith's address before 
the S. A. S chairmea. Five of Miss Mcl- 
vin's little girls sang, also pupils from 
the 7th and 8th grades and 4 readings 
by girls of those grades on child labor 
coaditioas in tbe South closed the pro- 
gram In March we thought we would 
give thc boys a show. The program con- 
sisted of singing, speaking and a ?lay 
hy boys representing every grade in thc 
school. In April and May conditions 
having changed we were enabled to do 
better and in April we had Mrs. Ahearn 
of Hingham pianist and Miss Jackson, 
who spoke on her experience in France, 
teaching the blind soldiers. In May 
Madam Young of Arlington gave piano 
selections and the Rev. Francis Spraguc 
of Jamaica spoke on "Patriotism to our 
flag and country. In Feh. we did away 
with aftcrnon tea for the period of the 
war. We had an average attendance of 
from 46 to 50 for the year, and consider- 
ing what we had to eontend with In this 
town last winter, I for one feel quite 
proud of thc meetings. But I am proud 
er still of the other work done. Begin 
mug ia Jan. and continuing till the 
April vacation we served hot cocoa free 
of cluirge to all the pupils, the coeoa.be 
ing made by some of our members living 
neur and hrought to the school at 12 
n'o ' by t b o ol dpr boy p^ ^T^ this 

Jfo lbs. cocoa, 42 cans condensed mjlk, 
2'Jl lbs. mgnr (hard to get) 1 case evap. 
mfilk, 1 case condensed milk, 14 quarts 
dxi.iry milk and $13. 70 in money. $11.07 
wi^is spent in purchases outside of thc 
dorastions and $2.89 remains to start*our 
work this year. We raised $11. in dime 
colleeflions for the service house in 
Washington, paid for 3 copies of the 
child welfare magazine for the library, 
schooj and our president, and sent $3.07 
as our child welfare collection on Found- 
er's day. And last but by no menns Iesst 
thc association has rendered valuable as- 
sistance to the war work. Our president 
represented the association on the gener- 
al committee, one of our vice-presidents, 
MrS. Burr,, hns acted as director in this 
section ever since the dsy work was 
started and I cannot say enough in 
praise of her work. She has been right 
there at every meeting ready to answer 
all calls during the week and although 
a very busy woman at home I -flcver 
called for anything in work or report 
that was not attended to. The same can 
truthfully be said of thc director in Hull, 
Mrs. Mnud Mitchell, who is a parcnt- 
tcaeher member In that section. Nearly 
all our working members wcrp parent- 
teacher workers, and much of the money 
raised was through their efforts, thc as- 
sociation making no effort to raise 
money except for war work. Our teach- 
ers and children were also faithful work- 
ers, as a result of comballs made by thc 
teachers and sold by the scholars about 
$20 was donated. Thc teachers also su- 
pcrinteaded teh collection of tin foil, 
peach stones; etc. Among our scholars 
from 1 to 18, wo had a large junior S. A. 
S. and a great deal of knitting was done 
by them including sweaters, socks, muf- 
flers, wristers and wash mits in addition 
to which thev turned in between $25 and 
$30" this fall to the work which they 
raised entirely by themselves. Madam 
president and members of thc associa- 
tion tbis is to thc best of my ability a 
correct report of our year's work. When 
requested by our president to write such 
a report I consented because I fetl that 
many were rather discouraged with last 
years P. T. A. work and felt we were 
going bsck ward and I know it was sim- 
ply thatcircumstances had diverted our 
work for the time being into a different 
channel. I feel that in connection with 
tho times we had a fine year both along 
our regular lines of work and others, 
and we are still alive and ready to take 
up whatever work tho new conditions of 
our country may require. . I thank you 
all for your kind attention.

If the farmer cannot get enough for 
his live stock, he raises less, and the 
packer gets less raw material. 

If the consumer has to pay too much 
for his meat, he eats less of it, and the 
packer finds his market decreased.

Tho Red CroBS haa a great work 
ahead of It a very great work, a no- 
ble work. We don't yet reallao how 
treat this work Is to be, right bare in 
Mew England. hut we shall 
better in a few weeks, when our 
wounded boys are here, and better 
still In a year from now, when we 
nave seen them with our own eyes 
and have beard th°n- stories. 

The work that the Red Cross has 
done In Prance haa been great and 
useful. When we arrived there we 
were In terrible need of tents and 
blankets. When we had done our 
beat there was still need. Then the 
Red Cross Btepped In, without any 
useless red tape, and found uh the 
tentB and the blankets, and saw to It 
that our New England boys were kept 
comfortable. That means a great 
deal to a boy when he is three thou- 
sand miles away from home, and cold 
and wet The Red Cross will be busy 
in Prance and Belgium for a long uine 
yet, with the people In the devastated 
regions and with our own boys. But

It Is most true that a natural and I most the work dearest to me, la that 
secret hatred and aversion toward 60- 1 whicb will be absolutely necessary for 
clety, In any man, hath somewhat of onr boya h«re and for their families, 
' right in our midst. 

Every day I get scores of letters 
from the relatives of our boys. Some 
of them are moat pathetic — they take 
a hold on my heart They come from 
the mothers of oar boys, mothers who 
do not know where their boyB are, 
and who are sick with worry, moth- 
ers who know that their boys have 
been wounded bnt wish to learn more 
abnnt them, to ease their terrible 
anxiety, mothers who wish to know 
when tbeir dead boys will be Bent 
home. 

Letters come from widows whose 
only sons are in the army in France 
and who .ire dependent on tbese Bona. 
There mothers are sometimes in 
great need of financial aid. and they 
are afraid that their government al- 
lotments will not arrive in time. They 
need money for food and for rent 
Here is a letter from a widow whose 
son has been wounded and is now in 
the hospital in another state. He 
cannot yet be discharged, bnt he is 
"er only support, and she writes to 
ilj me her needs because unless help 
tea htia-is eoing to suffer. 
^ Last year these mothers were Bend- 
ing boxes at Thanksgiving time to 
thijir boys. ThlB year many of them 
are waiting, while they weep, for the I 
terrible box that will bring the body 
of the dear son homo to them. These 
mothers are the rightful care of the. 
Red Cross, and what a work It can 
do for them. 

On our boat coming home were 186 
crlpplod men, coming back to make 
their way again. Another boat start- 
ed tho same day with as many more 
Some of those boys have only one 
arm, some have only one leg, some 
will not see their mother's face h- 
cause they are blind. What is going 
to become of those boys who have 
given all that /hey could? Many of 
ihom cannot hold their 'd places of j 
work. Where will they find new I 
ones? No nobler work . n be done ' 
Mian for i d Cross to see to it ' 

•hat they are made comfortable, that 
they nr« looked after mull they are | 
settled again. And they must not I 
come back to homes that have been \ 
uprooted while they were away. The 
Red Cross can make them most hap- \ 
py hy having their homes safe for 
them, and their mothers and sisters 
well. 

One of the best t'- -s about the 
Red Cross Is that It has no red tape. 
It gees straight to the heart of things 
at once, and wastes no time. ' Its 
help Is sure and quick, and that 
means everything. 1 hope that the 
Rod Cross can see to it that no man 
shall he found, a year from now. with 
an empty sleeve or on crutches, who 
Is wandering the streets looking for 
work. Wo don't yet know what it 
all means, but we are, ,i« to find 
out pretty soon when the boys are 
here again.
